U.S. Warns 
Soviets On 
Naval Base 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) — By 


early and stern warning, the 
Nixon administration is trying 


to 
discourage 
Moscow 
from 
building a major Soviet naval 


base in Cuba. 
The Pentagon disclosed evi­ 
dence Friday of what it said ap- 
• pears to be a submarine sirppor*“ 
base under construction in the 
harbor at Cienfuegos, possibly 
for use by missile-firing Polaris- 
type subs now positioned in the 
Atlantic. 
Secretary of Defense Melvin 
R. Laird said, “ while we have 
little early to determine the ex­ 
tent of Russian naval” involve­ 
ment there. 


White House officials quickly 


responded by saying this coun­ 
try “ would 
view the establish­ 
ment of a strategic base in the 
Caribbean with utmost serious­ 
ness.” However, no diplomatic 
representations have been made 
to Moscow. 
Officials 
here 
immediately 
drew a parallel with the 1962 
Cuban 
missile 
crisis, 
when 
President John F. Kennedy said 
peace in the Caribbean could be 
preserved 
if 
Soviet offensive 
weapons 
were removed from 
the area and kept out in the fu­ 
ture. 
This continues to be U.S. poli­ 
cy, s>aid one White House offi­ 
cial who declined to be quoted 
by name. 
But it is obvious the magni­ 
tude of the new naval develop­ 


ment in Cuba is not the same as 
eight years ago when Russia 
placed offensive missiles on the 
island 90 miles from the U.S. 
mainland. 
At that time, the Soviets had 
no Polaris-type submarines, and 
the United States held a clear 
military balance. 
Today, with 13 nuclear-pow­ 
ered submarines armed with 16 
missiles each and 15 more un­ 
der 
construction, 
the 
Soviets 
can strike deep inside the Unit­ 
ed States without the need for 
land-based missiles in Cuba. 


A base in Cuba would enable 
the Soviets to keep more subma­ 
rines on station for longer per­ 
iods of time without the need for

to 
home 
ports 
for 
servicing and resupply. U.S. Po­ 
laris subs use bases at Holy 
Loch, 
Scotland; 
Rota, 
Spain, 
and on the Pacific island of 
Guam for this purpose.

Egypt Says Jordan Violates Truce

Egypt accused Jordan today 
of 
violating 
the 
Jordanian 
cease-fire and planning to “ liq­ 
uidate” 
Palestinian guerrillas. 
Jordan’s King Hussein said his 
forces had observed the truce 
“ despite endless provocations” 
and called on the guerrillas “ to 
slam the door shut forever on 
dissension and hostility.” 
He also announced over Radio 
Amman that a new government 
would be formed “ within hours” 
to replace the military leader­ 
ship he named last Wednesday, 
the day before the outbreak of 
the eight-day Jordanian civil 
war. 
The military government re­ 
signed 
Friday. 
The Jordanian army has been 


standing still around 
Ramtiia 
and Irbid, 50 miles north of Am­ 
man, for the past three days, 
the king said. The situation in 
Amman was calm, he added, 
“ except for scattered incidents 
where the armed forces were 
attacked.” 
He charged that a number of 
guerrilla groups were opposed 
to 
the 
ceasefire 
and 
were 
trying to sabotage it. 
The charge that Jordan had 
broken the cease fire agreement 
was made by Egyptian Presi­ 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser in a 
cable sent to Hussein and broad­ 
cast over Amman radio. It was 
sent in the names of nine Arab 
nations 
whose 
leaders 
have 
been 
holding 
an 
emergency 
summit in Cairo.

Friday night said the fighting ; 
had ended. The round-the-clock 
curfew which had been in effect i 
in Amman for more than a 
week was lifted for five hours 
daily, Radio Amman said. 
Nasser charged that “ a horri 
ble massacre” was going on in 
Jordan “ in violation of all Arab 
and human values.” The cable, 
drafted at 
meeting attended 
by Palestinian guerrilla leader 
Yasir Arafat, said Jordanian as­

Charles Keating Jr., of Cincin­ 
nati to investigate the schedu­ 
led showing. Keating is a mem­ 
ber of the President’s Commis­ 
sion on Obscenity a»d Porno­ 
graphy. 
Keating contends the distribu­ 
tion of a videotape of the show 
to some 100 cities across the 
country raises the question of 
whether the common carrier, 
the 
American 
Telephone 
and 
Telegraph Co., is complying with 
legal prohibitions 
against the 
communication of obscenity. 
The FCC spokesman said the 
user of transmission facilities 
and not the common carrier was 
restricted by anti-obscenity pro­ 
hibitions. 
The spokesman said the FCC 
would continue to study the issue 
as Keating had requested. 
Keating has filed a suit in 
Cincinnati 
to block 
Monday’s 
showing of the videotape. 
A similar showing is scheduled 
in Columbqs. No legal action 
has yet been taken against the 
Columbus showing although ac 
tion has been threatened by city 
officials.

'Rhetoric' 


Of Agnew 


WASHINGTON (A P ) — I 11 a 
remark that appeared to put 
him at odds again with Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew, Inte­ 
rior Secretary Walter J. Hickel 
says the “ rhetoric of polariza­ 
tion” is a negative force, like 
rioting and violence, that is di­ 
viding the country. 


Hickel himself wrote the re­ 
marks into a speech Friday to 
the 
American 
Association 
of 
Student Governments. He did 
not mention Agnew directly in 
his speech. 
But. in a question-and-answer 
period following it, Hickel was 
asked, “ What is Sprio Agnew 
doing” in terms of keeping the 
country together? 


“ I ’ll 
answer 
that,” 
Hickel 
said. “ He’s out raising money 
for the Republican party.” 
When 
the 
audience 
rocked 
with laughter over the remark, 
Hickel added, “ There’s nothing 
wrong with that.” 
In his speech, the secretary 
said, “ Of course rioting and vio­ 
lence are negative. So is the 
rhetoric of polarization. As hard 
as we may try, we cannot tear 
the nation together. 
“ Some people fear an eco­ 
nomic depression,” Hickel went 
on. “ I fear more u depression of 
the spirit. And there’s no excuse 
for it.” 
The nation needs an orator 
like tlic late Winston S. Church­ 
ill. who “ voiced the greatness of 
a people,” he said. 
In a letter written to Presi­ 
dent Nixon last May, 
Hickel 
made it clear he thought Ag- 
new’s sharp criticism of young 
dissenters was dividing the na­ 
tion. 
Aides said Hickel was speak­ 
ing Friday of polarization “ from 
many quarters.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — By 
early and stern warning, the 
Nixon administration is trying 
to 
discourage 
Moscow 
from 
building a major Soviet naval 
base in Cuba. 
The Pentagon disclosed evi­ 
dence Friday of what it said ap­ 
pears to be a submarine support 
base under construction in the 
harbor at Cienfuegos, possibly 
for use by missile-firing Polaris- 
type subs now positioned in the 
Atlantic. 
Secretary of Defense Melvin 
R. Laird said, “ while we have 
little early to determine the ex­ 
tent of Russian naval” involve­ 
ment there. 
White House officials quickly 
responded by saying this coun­ 
try “ would view the establish­ 
ment of a strategic base in the 
Caribbean with utmost serious­ 
ness.” However, no diplomatic 
representations have been made 
to Moscow*.

idential Commission on Campus

Nixon’s desk today amid hints 
administration 
policy will be 
blamed for some disorders. 
Republican 
politicians 
have 
rebutted talk of administration 
responsibility for collegiate vio­ 
lence with charges the commis­ 
sion was packed with liberals 
trying 
to 
excuse 
permissive­ 
ness. 
The final report is scheduled 
to be made public at 6 p.m. 
A spokesman for the commis­ 
sion said special reports on vio­ 
lence at Kent Slate and Jackson 
State colleges, w-hich claimed 
the lives of six students, will be 
made public next Monday 
or 
Tuesday. 
Members 
of 
the 
nine-man 
commission, headed by former 
Pennsylvania Gov. William W. 
Scranton, have made few public 
statements about their three- 
month investigation. 
When one member, Joseph R. 
Rhodes Jr., 22, of Harvard Uni­ 
versity, said he wanted to find 
out whether statements by Pres­ 
ident Nixon and Vice President 
Agnew “ are killing people,” the 
vice president called for his res­ 
ignation. 
Rhodes, one of four Negroes 
on the panel, refused to resign 
and said later he believes the 
President is making sincere Ef­ 
forts to reduce violence and un­ 
rest. 
Rhodes told an audience at 
West Virginia State College F ri­ 
day a vast social w-ar is devel­ 
oping and the Nixon adm inistra­ 
tion is partly responsible. 
He discounted speculation the 
commission report would be an 
indictment of the way the ad­ 
ministration has handled stu­ 
dent disorders. But he said com­ 
mission members “are id the 
business of informing everybody 
of how he’s — Nixon’s — con­ 
tributing to the problem.”

Egypt Says Jordan Violates Truce

Egypt accused Jordan today 
of 
violating 
the 
Jordanian 
cease-fire and planning to “ liq­ 
uidate” Palestinian guerrillas. 
Jordan’s King Hussein said his 
forces had observed the truce 
“despite endless provocations” 
and called on the guerrillas “ to 
slam the door shut forever on 
dissension and hostility.” 
He also announced over Radio 
Amman that a new government 
would be formed “ within hours” 
to replace the military leader­ 
ship he named last Wednesday, 
the day before the outbreak of 
the eight-day Jordanian civil 
war. 
The military government re­ 
signed Friday. 
The Jordanian army has been 


standing still around Ramtha 
and Irbid, 50 miles north of Am­ 
man, for the past three days, 
the king said. The situation in 
Amman was calm, he added, 
“ except for scattered incidents 
where the armed forces were 
attacked.” 
He charged that a number of 
guerrilla groups were opposed 
to 
the 
ceasefire 
and 
were 
trying to sabotage it. 
The charge that Jordan had 
broken the cease fire agreement 
was made by Egyptian Presi­ 
dent Carnal Abdel Nasser in a 
cable sent to Hussein and broad­ 
cast over Amman radio. It was 
sent in the names of nine Arab 
nations 
whose 
leaders 
have 
been 
holding 
an 
emergency 
summit in Cairo. 


News 
reports from Jordan 
Friday night said the fighting 
had ended. The round theclock 
curfew which had been in effect 
in Amman for more than a 
week was lifted for five hours 
daily, Radio Amman said. 
Nasser charged that “ a horri 
ble m assacre” was going on in 
Jordan “ in violation of all Arab 
and human values.” The cable, 
drafted at 
meeting attended 
by Palestinian guerrilla leader 
Yasir Arafat, said Jordanian as­ 
surances that Hussein’s com­ 
manders 
would 
observe 
the 
ceasefire 
were 
“ completely 
broken and devoid of any real 
validity.” 
The cable said a delegation of 
four Arab leaders headed by Su­ 
danese President Jaafar el Nu- 


inairi reported after returning 
from their cease-fire mission in 
Jordan that there was a “ a do­ 
mination on the part of J o r ­ 
danian authorities to continue 
the fighting despite all attempts 
to halt tile bloodshed.”

Earlier. 
Libya's strongman.

NEW YOUK (AP) — A Coast 
Guard cutter steamed through 
the predawn darkness today to 
an area in the North Atlantic off 
Newfoundland where a U.S. Air 
Force 
search 
plane 
reported 
sighting what may have been 
part of the missing balloon “The 
Free Life.” 
A spokesman for the Coast 
Guard Search ami Rescue Cen­ 
ter said the cutter was expected 
to arrive during the morning at 
a point about 500 miles south of 
Newfoundland where the search 
plane said a “yellow object with 
orange lines” was seen about 4 
p.m. Friday. 
The object and what appeared 
to be a raft were believed to be 
remnants of the gear used by 
three balloonists who departed 
Sunday from eastern Long Is­ 
land to attem pt a transatlantic 
crossing. 
A public relations spokesman 
for the expedition said the yel­ 
low object matched the descrip­ 
tion of the balloon, which van­ 
ished Monday with 
its three 
crew members. 
In the gondola were Rodney 
Anderson, 32, a New York com­ 
modities broker; his wife, Pam ­ 
ela Brown Anderson, 
28, and 
an English aeronautical engi­ 
neer. Their last radio dispatch 
Monday night said the balloon 
was at 600 feet and descending 
into the ocean in a rainstorm. 
The Coast Guard was about to 
end the search when the sight­ 
ing was reported. Twelve planes 
and three cutters had taken 
part.

Keating contends the distribu­ 
tion of a videotape of the show 
to some IOO cities across the 
country raises the question of 
whether the common carrier, 
the 
American Telephone 
and 
Telegraph Co., is complying with 
legal prohibitions against the 
communication of obscenity. 
The FCC spokesman said the 
user of transmission facilities 
and not the common carrier was 
restricted by anti-obscenity pro­ 
hibitions. 
The spokesman said the FCC 
would continue to study the issue 
as Keating had requested. 
Keating has filed a suit in 
Cincinnati to block 
Monday’s 
showing of the videotape. 
A similar showing is scheduled 
in Columbus. No legal action 
has yet been taken against the 
Columbus showing although ac­ 
tion has been threatened by city 
officials.

WASHINGTON (AP) — In a 
remark thai appeared to put 
him at odds again with Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew. Inte­ 
rior Secretary Walter J. Hickel 
says the “rhetoric of polariza­ 
tion” is a negative force, like 
rioting and violence, that is di­ 
viding the country. 
Hickel himself wrote the re­ 
marks into a speech Friday to 
the 
American 
Association of 
Student Governments. He did 
not mention Agnew directly in 
his speech. 
But, in a questiou-and-answer 
period following it, Hickel was 
asked, “ What is Sprio Agnew 
doing” in terms of keeping the 
country together? 
‘i ’ll 
answer 
that,” 
Hickel 
said. “ He’s out raising money 
for the Republican party.” 
When 
the audience rocked 
with laughter over the rem ark, 
Hickel added, “ There’s nothing 
wrong with that.” 
In his speech, the secretary 
said, “Of course rioting and vio­ 
lence are negative. So is the 
rhetoric of polarization. As hard 
as we may try, we cannot tear 
the nation together. 
“ Some people fear an eco­ 
nomic depression,” nickel went 
on. “ I fear more a depression of 
the spirit. And there’s no excuse 
for it.” 
The nation needs an orator 
like tile late Winston S. Church­ 
ill. who “ voiced the greatness of 
a people,” he said. 
In a letter written to Presi­ 
dent Nixon last May, Hickel 
made it clear he thought Ag- 
new s sharp criticism of young 
dissenters was dividing the na­ 
tion. 
Aides said Hickel was speak­ 
ing Friday of polarization “from 
many quarters.”

Farmers doing conservation 
cost sharing work under the 
Agricultural 
Conservation 
Program (ACP) arc asked to 
keep careful track of the date 
they are to report the completed 
work. 
T h e 
Chairman

Pickaway County Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
(ASCI Committee, George E. 
Stump, said it is important that 
the Committee have a report 
on hand by the time the work 
is to be completed. “The funds 
allocated for the job are not 
supposed to be tied up past that 
date unless they have been 
earned. 
“ We always have more ap­ 
plications than we have cost- 
share funds for ACP practices, 
and it’s not right for us to keep 
funds set aside for a practice 
when we don’t know whether 
the farmer installed it or not,” 
he said.

lf a farmer is not able to 
complete his conservation work 
before the completion date, he 
may ask for a time extension 
by phoning, writing, or visiting 
the County ASCS Office. Time 
extensions should be requested 
before the practice completion 
date, Stump said.

“ S OM E T I M E S a person 
misplaces the form which he 
is supposed to sign and send 
or bring to the County ASCS 
Office when his ACP work is 
done,” Mr. Stump said. “In that 
case, he should phone or write 
to say the work was completed 
and then drop by at his con­ 
venience to sign a duplicate 
form kept on file at the County 
Office. 
“If he has misplaced the form 
and 
doesn’t 
remember 
his 
completion date, all he has to 
do is get in touch with the 
County ASCS Ofice — someone 
will look it up for him,” Stump 
added.

• There have been seven record 
harvests in a row’, yet carryover 
stocks of soybeans are down by 
a third compared with last year 
at the same time. 
Soybean (rushings are up 20 
per cent over last year — the 
largest one-year increase on 
record. Soybean exports are up 
45 per cent — also the largest 
one-year increase on record. 
Soybean meal exports are up 
over 30 per cent, oil exports 
are up almost 50 per cen*. 
Looking at the future, Stump 
said American soybeans and 
soybean meal are expected to 
continue to find ready markets 
both at home and abroad. 
If there is a question about 
soybeans, 
he 
said, 
it 
is 
a 
question of how well soybean 
oil will move in international 
trade. 
To 
provide 
factual 
background, he cited part of a 
recent 
speech 
by 
Assistant 
S e c r e t a r y of Agriculture 
Clarence D. Palmby on that 
question. 
Mr. Palmby said: 
“In the marketing year just 
ending, exports of soybean oil 
were at an increased level — 
an estimated 1.3 billion pounds 
for the year. This would be uo 
almost 50 per cent from the 
relate ve’v 
low 
level 
of 
the 
preceeding year. 
“World demand for soybean 
oil 
continues 
to 
increase. 
However, with large amounts of 
oil being produced abroad from 
U.S. s^beans, we can expect 
that 
exports 
to 
Japan 
and 
Western Europe will be quite 
’imited in the year ahead. 
“In developing countries — 
the PX. 480 countries — con­ 
sumption of oi’s is low. Incomes 
are low. And as incomes in­ 
crease — or as oils can be 
made available at reasonable 
prices — there can be a sub­ 
stantial increase in per capita 
use of oils. Thus PX. 480, 
besides permitting the U.S. to 
movev oil, can have a profound 
mfluenoe in the development of 
future markets. 
“At the same time, we know 
♦hat shipments under P L. 480 
this next marketing year will 
have to be held within fairly 
stringent budget considerations. 
D u r i n g 
the 
appropriation 
hearings the U.S. Department 
of 
Agriculture 
projected 
an 
expenditure of funds for the 
shipment of 900 million pounds 
o* soybean oil based on prices 
prevailing at that time. 
“We 
expect 
the 
PX. 
480 
shipments of soybean oil will 
be sizab’e in the first half of 
4he marketing year — the usual 
oeriod of heavy exports under 
the 
Government 
programs.

Hematic market in this country 
during our period of harvest 
and heaviest farm marketing, 
“ If the

Industry’s 
ability to price soybean meal

helped to achieve this year’s 
level of utilization.” 
The Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture concluded his talk 
with these remarks:

Hessian Fly Destructive 
Insect Pest Of Wheat 


By GEORGE HAMRICK 
County Extension Agent, 
Agriculture 
The Hessian fly is probably 
the most destructive insect pest 
of wheat in Ohio. Other hos4 
plants include barley, rye, spelts 
and certain wild grasses. Oats 
do not appear to be attacked. 
There are two main broods. 
One brood attacks winter wheat 
In the autumn (September and 
October), while the other brood 
attacks both winter and spring 
wheat in the spring (May and 
June). 
During the autumn, the larvae 
or maggots feed be.ween the 
leat sheath 
and 
the sta’k, 
resulting in weakened, stunted 
plants which frequently winter 
kill. The central seem usually 
fails to develop 
in 
infected 
plants. 
Spring 
damage 
is 
similar, except the weakened 
sterns often lodge or break over 
just prior to harvest, resul ing 
in grain loss. Wheat heads are 


generally small with low quality 
grain. 
The adult female is small, 
fragile and about 4mm long 
with a reddish-tinged abdomen.

River M akes Ideal 
Outdoor Laboratory 
PEORI, III. (A P) - Illinois 
State Water Survey scientists 
are using Peoria Lake as a 
natural 
laboratory 
for water 
quality studies 
to 
determine 
ch f m ical 
and 
biological 
properties causing the absence 
of algae. 
The 13-mile long expansion of 
the Illinois River in the central 
part of the state is an ideal 
study area because its condition 
has been recorded periodically 
for over 17 years. 
Scientists have noled 
a sig­ 
nificant difference between data 
collected 
now 
and 
that 
on 
record of 10 years ago. The lake 
now has very few blue-green 
algae growing in it although 
parts of the lake seemed to be 
p e r m a n e n t l y occupied by 
aquatic plants. 
Although algae is a nuisance 
since they lower water quality 
by affecting its taste, odor and 
recreational use, they hasten 
euthrophication — the natural 
aging of lakes. 
“ If wc can find a reasonable 
relationship between what our 
laboratory studies predict and 
what naturally occurs, we’ll be 
fairly 
confident 
about 
what 
influences algae growth,” said 
Ralph L. Evans, director of the 
project.

WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
pending import quota bill is part 
of a dangerous wave of U.S.

and shoe industries by limiting 
imports of those items—“ goes 
far beyond any concept of ‘fair 
protection’ ” Mondale said in a 
speech for the Senate. 
“ It is a Pandora’s box of pro­ 
tectionism which openly invites 
higher prices to the American 
consumer 
and 
serious 
retali­ 
ation. 
economic 
isolationism 
and a serious setback to world 
trade negotiations,” he charged. 
Sens. Mark O. Hatfield, R- 
Ore., and Jacob K. Javits, R- 
N.Y., also have indicated oppo­ 
sition to the bill in the past two 
days. 
Mondale 
and 
several 
col­ 
leagues urged Chairman Russell 
Long, 
D-La., of the Finance 
Commitee, to reject a move by 
Sens. Ernest Rollings, D-S.C.. 


and Strom Thurmond, R-S.C., to 
have the House bill attached to 
an otherwise popular piece of 
legislation such as a social secu­ 
rity bill before bringing it be­ 
fore the full Senate. 
“ To allow precipitous action 
under the cover of a crowded 
Senate schedule and the enor­ 
mous pressure for passage of 
Social Security or welfare legis­ 
lation would he most unfortu­ 
nate,” the senators said in the 
letter. 
Mondale stressed that Ameri­ 
can agriculture probably would 
he hurt first and most if Japan, 
for example, 
should 
retaliate 
against the United States 
for 
limiting its textile exports to 
this country. 
Agrieulural exports alone ac 
counted for 86.6 billion in sales 
and at least 700,000 American 
jobs last year, opponents of the 
bill said. 
Thurmond, in a Thursday in­ 
terview, discounted the possibil 
ity of Japanese trade retali­ 
ation. “ They need us a lot more 
than we need them,” he said.

PEORI, 111. (AP) - IUinoif 
State Water Survey scientist* 
are using Peoria Lake as a

The 13-mile long expansion of 
the Illinois River in the central 
part of the state is an ideal 
study area because its condition 
has been recorded periodically 
for over 17 years.

The lake 
now has very few blue-green 
algae growing in it although 
parts of the lake seemed to be 
p e r m a n e n t l y occupied by 
aquatic plants. 
Although algae is a nuisance 
since they lower water quality 
by affecting its taste, odor and 
recreational use, they hasten 
eutrophication — the natural 
aging of lakes.

Philadelphia, selected by the Presi­ 
dent as the focal point of the 1976 bicen­ 
tennial celebration, understandably is 
elated at the prospect. Citizens of that 
ctiy long have been lobbying for such 
an endorsement, but now that they have 
it, appear to be uncertain what to do 
with it. 
Six years may seem like a long time 
to plan an international exposition, but 
every month of that period will be re­ 
quired to prevent the best laid plans 
from going awry. Although Philadel­ 
phia has had a bicentennial planning 
committee for months, it has made lit­ 
tle progress toward the eventual goal. 
It cannot even agree on a site for the 
fair. 
Perhaps it would be money well in­ 


vested for city officials to send a dele­ 
gation to Osaka, Japan, to explore the 
factors which made Expo ’70 both a 
financial success and a new record- 
holder in attendance at such affairs. 
One initial objective which helped 
the Japanese make their fair succeed 
was to hold down the cost of break­ 
ing even to an attendance of 45 million 
persons. The final tally of more than 
64 million provided Expo *70 with a 
comfortable cushion for unexpected ex­ 
penses and contributed to its estimated 
$28 million profit. 
Nothing would place a damper on the 
bicentennial celebration faster than to 
have participation by the public fall be­ 
low expectations, creating inevitable 
financial complications.

So it is that 
through the years various Soviet plan­ 
ners have both condemned capitalism 
and urged, through devious means, its 
partial implementation into the Soviet 
system. 
It happened during the thirties when 
Russian factory managers were eager 
to introduce American mass production 
techniques. From time to time they try 
to instill some type of western-style in­ 
centives, but usually fail because the 
planners won’t relinquish rigid control 


to the needs and desires of the consu­ 
mer. 
Apparently a new campaign is under­ 
way. Moscow is dispatching specialists 
to the United States and Western Eur­ 
ope to try to learn something about the 
operation of private business. They are 
welcome, of course. In the long run, if 
this goes on long enough, some of the 
basic ideas involved in the freer eco­ 
nomies just might rub off. 
But don’t count on it. Somehow, be­ 
hind the closed doors of the commissar 
meetings which presumably follow each 
such venture, something seems to get 
lost in the translation.

Emigrating Factories 


While social planners continue to fret 
over ways to spread out population con­ 
centrations to alleviate many of the 
problems of the day, industry quietly 
is doing something about it. Factories 
are springing up in rural areas where 
none had ever been before, as corpor­ 
ate managements begin to get a taste 
of life outside the city — and like what 
they see. 
Eighty-four of the top 500 U.S. in­ 
dustrial corporations have opened 144 
plants in Nebraska, a state long con­ 


sidered in the heartland of the farm 
belt. In the beginning, the reasons for 
this migration of industry are more 
economic than esthetic. Land and taxes 
In the country are cheaper than in the 
city.

The normal weekend work 
shutdown and expected cooler 
weather next week appear to 
have taken the steam out of the 
electrical power crisis that has 
afflicted parts of the East Coast 
this week. 
Consolidated Edison Co. re­ 
duced voltage by 5 per cent Fri­ 
day in record-setting 90-degree 
heat in New York City. Other 
areas in eastern New York were 
similarly affected. 
But there was no need to re­ 
peat the blackout of selected 
residential areas used earlier in 
the week. Power company offi­ 
cials anticipated no cutbacks in 
service over the weekend, when 
there is a major drop in the in­ 
dustrial and commercial use of 
power. 
Conditions also were improv­ 
ing in the grid that serves New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland 
and Delaware. 
Power supplies were much 
improved in New Jersey cities, 
Philadelphia and Baltimore aft­ 
er the return to production of 
generators 
in 
Oyster 
Creek, 
N.J., and Johnstown, Pa. For 
the first time in four days, New 
Jersey avoided a cutback. 
No problems were reported in 
New England, where a spokes 
man for the power companies 
said, “The present facilites can 
more than handle the require 
ments with an adequate re­ 
serve.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Fires 
blazed through tinderdry brush 
today in Southern California, 
leaving tens of thousands of 
acres charred and expensive 
homes in ashes. 
Firemen faced more of the in­ 
famous, 
fire'fanning 
“devil 
winds,” hot and dry seaward 
blasts from the desert which 
whipped the dozens of fires into 
fa st-moving infernoes after they 
started Friday. 
More than 57,000 acres were 
blackened, 
an 
estimated 
140 
homes destroyed and as many 
as 400 homes damaged. 
There were numerous reports 
of burns and other injuries to 
firemen and residents but no 
deaths. 
Actor Dale Robertson’s home 
w-as 
destroyed, 
fire 
officials 
said, and the blazes damaged 
Gov. 
Ronald Reagan’s ranch 
and the Spahn movie ranch. 
The 
two 
most 
destructive 
blazes crackled in Malibu Can­ 
yon, a fashionable scenic area 
on the coast about 30 miles 
northwest of Los Angeles, and 
in western San Fernando Val­ 
ley, a largely residential area 
about 25 miles northwest. 
The valley fire, racing sea­ 
ward. was within two miles of 
reaching the now-cooled origin 
of the Malibu fire which burned 
to the Pacific Ocean’s edge. A 
third fire, around Agua Dulce 
northeast of the valley, burned 
toward the starting point of the 
valley blaze.
